WHERE THE TAXPAYERS' MONEY GOES.. 


' A lengthy report just made to congress by the 


public printer of the United States may help :to 
-give trie American people some idea of .why it 
takes 3% billion dollars a year to pay the cost of 
the national government. This department is a fair 
sample of scores of bureaucratic establishments that 
are helping- to run the annual expense up to that 
enormous tot.al 


It does not clearly appear how much money the 


government printing plant requires, for its^annual 


' support, but some of the items contained in the re- 


report are very illuminating. For instance^here are 
4,000 employes with a yearly payroll of "$7,690,0004 
42,000,000 pounds of paper, costing $3,360,000 was 
used In 1925; 15 tons of metal is melted daily for the 
use of typesetting machines: and Ihe consumption 
of glue and paste runs up to 11,500 pounds per month. 
. 
The United slates printing office, one learns from 


the report, occupies 17 acres" of floor space and, it 
is said, "there is urgent need for additional area". 
Equipment and machinery now on hand (not. includ- 
ing paper stock) is valued at three-quarters of a 
million dollars "and more will soon have to be added." 


From this, the largest printing plant in the world, 


60,000,000 books, pamphlets 
and 
documents 
are 


issued every year, and copies of every publication 
turned out are kept on hand, totalling 30,000,000 at 
the present, time. These are said to cover "almost 
every subject of human interest." 
There is a li- 


brary of 350*000 government publications, also "the 
largest of its kind in the \yorld," with several hun- 
dred em'ployes. 
. 


Be It remembered that this library is wholly 


separate an< distinct from the vast congressional 
library, housed' in its own building almost as large 


' as the capitol itself, and also from the. elaborate 


'libraries that are maintained for the special use 
~~of the senate and the Supreme court. 
t 


As everybody is well aware, great quantities of 


printed matter issued from the goverrinient plant 
are 
sent . under congressional and departmental 


•franks to "all "parts of the United States, only to 
be "dumped by their recipients into waste baskets 
Without being read. They constitute a lOOxper cent 
economic waste for w^iich there is not the slightest 
excuse or justification. Also, thousands of tons of 
franked . stuff go out every year to help senators 
and congressmen in their political' campaigns for 
re-election. 
The government handles all of these 


shipments free of charge, though it must pay the 
railroads and express companies millions of dollars 
a year for transporting them. If it were not for the 
government printing office supplying them, nearly all 
of this huge expense would be eliminated.

The congressional record alone averages 80 pages 


a day, and 33,500 copies of it are printed. 


• • t Some legitimate work is done, of course, by the 


plant. 
It supplies the pastoffice department with 


stamps and postal cards, envelopes, money, order 


• blanks, and. the like. Stationery and blank forms arc 


< produced for all the executive departments and fof 


congress, and all bills and resolutions, introduced In 
both branches are printed in-the government office. 


There is no doubt, however, that Uncle Sam 


w»ould be many millions of dollars ahead each year 
If he were to* abolisti the government printing plant 
and have all necessary .work dorre by contract.

••Nebraska alfalfa 
seed growers 


may find it 'advisable, to form an 
organization whereby their alfelfa 
seed may be certified 
ajid 
thus 


made available to others in the; 
state who want hardy seed with 
a. guarantee back of it, declared P. 
H. Stewart of the crops department 
of the Nebraska" agricultural col- 
lege. 
• 


"Unhardy seed\has been the chief 


cause of alfalfa winter 
killing- se^- 


verely in many sections of the state 
the past winter," Mr. Stewart and 
H. U Westover of the United States 
department of agriculture reported 
following an /inspection 
tour 
of 


several counties of. the. state. 
"Insects, disease, 
dry 
weather 


and other things were blamed for 
losses by some," Mr. Stewart said. 
"However, 
investigation 
showed 


that in many cases parts of fields 
seeded to one kind of seed 
lived 


through satisfactorily while 
other 


parts seeded to seed of a different 
source killed "badly. 


He recommended that 
farmers 


buy seed 
from 
severe 
climates 
rather than varieties produced 
in 


southwestern United 
States 
or 


warmer countries.. Nebraska com- 
mon, 
Grimm 
and 
Cossack 
-were 


varieties that produced hardly al- 
falfa, he said. 


The alfalfa seed problem -will be 


discussed at the coming crops and 
soils field day at the agricultural 
college here June 25. Arthur 
An- 


derson of the college, who has con- 
ducted testa with southern and im- 
ported seed,.will explain results at 
the experiment station 
and .will 
talk on surveys recently completed 
by Mr. Stewart. Tests at the eol- 
lege have revealed that much 
of 


the imported alfalfa seed reaching 
the United States in recent years is 
nto hardy. Argentina, Italian, Afri- 
can and Spanish seed has not been 
satisfactory for this state.
